In fact, small miners clean the river of many pounds of lead (fis~g weights) and
many yards of fishing line plastic bag and empty water bottles each year-[This is just part

of being responsible! I

We are of the opinion that suction dredging is not the problem. The problem is
mainly that other water users do not want to share the river with miners.
